] l ose Beltran from Anaheim, California, grew up in 
the San Fernando Valley around cars when he was 
young because his dad was a car guy. "My dad 
owned a lot of cars, buf the one that 1 remember the 
most was his 196S Impala convertible." He used to take 
Jose and his brother cruising around when we were 
younger. Even though the '65 Impala was still a work in 
progress, it stood more than the others to Jose.

He took the car right 
back to Danny D to have it sanded down and 
repainted. Once he got it back, he put the 
car together and took it back to California 
Upholstery to have the interior redone. 
Before he took his car to any shows, Jose 
debuted his car on Hollywood Blvd. Jose was 
able to show his '65 at two car shows before 
being rear-ended. "1 was leaving the second 
show 1 had ever taken my car to when 1 was 
hit in the back. 1 had to send the car back to 
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Danny D for a third time to have it fixed." 

Now Jose is back on the streets again 
where he considers that type of scenery 
to be the best car show you can go to. Jose 
wouid iike to thank the man upstairs,

A s a young man, Ramiro Leon (known 
to most as "Shino") admired the 
lowrider cars and trucks when they 
cruised around in his hometown of San Luis, 
Arizona. Of course his influence was also 
rooted from older brothers. Puma and Arturo, 
both of whom had lowrider cars of their own. 

Living in a border town, Shino had 
connections both in the U.S. and in Mexico to 
help him customize his own rides when the 
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want a car that he would own for a long, 
longtime. 

— -WheH-the funds were sufficient; S^-'yeah^ 
old Shlno walked on down to the dealership 
and bought himself a brand-new 1985 Bulck 
Regal straight off the lot. Being young and 
buying a first vehicle was an incredible feeling 
of accomplishment, Shino recalls. 

As most lowriding men and women know, 
a stock car just can't stay stock for long ... the 


lowrlder bug bites you and the customlyng 
soon follows! Shlno admits to starting off slow 
TylTR'friittor modificafiohs over the years, but 
around 2011 he decided to finally take his ride 
to the next level. Over the next two-and-a- 
half years, the Regal was transformed Into 
"El Rey Azteca," the name given to the car by 
Shino meaning "The Aztec King." With custom 
tribal patterns in the paint and culturally 
Inspired Aztec murals in and around the 


vehicle, the ride became a real head-turner on 
the streets and at caLShovy^^ 

Shino thanks his lovely wife, Maribel, his 
father Cuco, his two brothers, and gives a 
special thanks to his fellow members of Mi 
Vida Car Club (Rene Cota, Ramon Castillo, Iram 
Ibarra, Mister Lefty of Main Street Tattoo, 
and Gil Ruiz). Shino has been the one and 
only owner of this vehicle and he says he will 
probably never sell It! ■

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orty years ago, the Arizona version of 
Boulevard Nights was cruising Central 
Avenue in South Phoenix. Central ran 
from O'Keeffe's Hamburger Stand where 
hoppers would challenge each other to 
Southern Ave where the rides would make 
theturnbackforthecruisebackup. Some 
went to meet girls, and some went to meet 
guys, but all went to see the latest break-out 
rides cruising Central. 

Whether you were showing off your 
newest paintjob, hitting switches with hot 
batteries, or just turning up your Mind Blower 
speakers, it was American Graffiti with a 
Chicano flavor. A few friends that seemed 
to hit it off right away while cruising were 
the Moreno brothers Manuel, Gabriel, Tony, 
and friends JR Garcia, Peter Lopez, Bobby 
Gonzalez, Gilbert, and Tony Leon. They 
decided their group could make a difference 
in Phoenix lowriding, so they organized their 
group to start a car club. 

Now back in the mid '70s, formalized 
lowrider car clubs were somewhat rare In 
Phoenix. In fact, as a reference. The Dukes, 
the world's oldest Lowrider car club was still 
in their teens as an established group and 
The Imperials had just celebrated their first 
decade of lowriding as a club. Today, those 
two organizations have a combined century 
of history in lowriding. For Arizona, lowrider 
car clubbing was very new and exciting and 
up to that point, you could count car clubs on 
one hand. 

Once Manuel put their first meeting 
together, one of the club's first cails to action 
was creating a name that best represented 
them. Manuel Moreno took the lead of 
being the club's first president. And what 
does a good president do when it's time 
for tough decisions? Do what 1 do: get a 
recommendation from the wife. Manuel's 
wife Cindy was credited for the new name 
that would eventually become their brand for 
over 40 years. Thus, The Sophisticated Few 
Car Club was named. 

The club was destined to become part 
of the Arizona lowrider landscape, and 
after a very successful startup in Phoenix, 
additional chapters opened in Tucson, Floy, 


and Casa Grande. The club also opened 
chapters in Farmington, New Mexico, and 
recently Inland Empire, Califas. The Phoenix 
Chapter started it all. And though not 
everyone stood put, the lowrider legends 
who once flew this plaque reach near and far. 
The Few's hoppers and hydraulic Houdinis 
are still recognized today as industry masters 
of their craft. 

Ef rian Gonzalez from the Legendary Reds 
Hydraulics Dynasty, Frank Castillo of Frank's 
Custom Hydraulics, and now father-and-son 
team Manuel Moreno all shared ranks In the 
club at one time. The club also was known 
to have a few builders who would later 
become very well known in local and national 
lowrider circles. One of the first mini-truck 
legends, then called the California Raisin 
and later transformed to Lowrider Truck 
of the Year "Wrapped with Envy," Derrick 
Jhagroo started up his lowrider career in 
The Few. So did Big Mando and DeeDee from 
Mando's Custom Paint and Upholstery which 
were responsible for customizing countless 
Arizona lowrlders, mini-trucks, and more! 

Key members from the club produced 
one-of-a-kind customs llkejR's multicolored 
Caprice, one of the first Arizona lowriders 
featured in the early days of LOWRIDER 
Magazine. Others include Bobby Gonzalez's 
"Bombita," Peter "Love" Lopez's "Chopped 
for Daze" radical '65 Impala, Sal Gonzalez's 
'64 original Best of Show Impala, Lupe 
Rodriquez's Arizona Champion '78 Cadillac, 

Big O's lowrider van, and Robert Casillas' 
"Phoenix Suns" Blazer to name a few. 

The club saw Its fair share of presidents. 
After Manuel moved to California, Peter 
Lopez became president. And following Peter 
was Sal Gonzalez. The Few's best days were 
in the '80s and early '90s In Phoenix. Their 
flagship show where their lineups would 
exceed 40 strong was at the Phoenix Civic 
Piaza. This is where johnny Lozoya's "Super 
Events international" Supershows were 
held. This was the climax show for Arizona 
where lowriders were showcased inside 
the air-conditioned Civic Plaza Convention 
Center in downtown Phoenix. The show also 
pulled in clubs from California, Texas, and

layouts of the LRM sanctioned Super Shows to the 
local shows and fundraisers. Yes, the "big tent" shows 
will leave you in awe; however, the latter can be of 
greater importance. The local shows gives one an 
opportunity to view the area's customizing best, 
while bringing a positive light to the lowrider sport for 
that community. As was the case, as Impalas Car Club 
Midland presented West Texas Blvd Nights 2 on July 19. 

With the success of the club's first show under 
its belt (LRM, May 2014), the bar was raised. "We 
wanted to go bigger and better," mentions club rep Eric 
Mancha. It definitely was, as the entries substantially 
increased from last year's outing. And in raising the 
sweepstakes prize monies, more show stoppers came 
to compete in the Midland Horseshoe Arena. With cars 
displayed from the Permian Basin, Dallas, and San 
Antonio, the best of show results included Best Bike 
to Austin Rubio of Onda CC, Best Bomb to Candido and 
Rosa Mendoza's 1953 Chevy (Third place, 2013 LRM 
Bomb of the Year), and Best Car of Show honors to last 
year's champ, Lupe Palacios and his 1977 Monte Carlo 
"High Voltage," as he hopes to keep the streak going 
in 2015. 

Once again. Wimpy's Customs, came through in 
presenting a crowd-pleasing hop competition. With 
Rollin Video capturing every measurement, the West 
Texas' switch masters were giving their best for a 
piece of the $2,000 cash purse. The top hoppers were 
Street Class winner Daniel Sooki of High Intentions CC, 
along with 2013 repeat winners josh Mancha of Low 
Obsession CC in the Hardcore Street Class and Sergio 
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close to getting placed in the Bomb of the 
Year category. This was just something to 
do on the weekends, but 1 just kept at it and I 
think I've come as far as I'm going to go with 
the car, and it was a lot more than what I 
thought it was going to be." Currently the car 
has been set aside in order to build the 1950 
Chevy truck that he is doing for his wife also. 


"We are doing that truck from the floor up, 
but this time she is picking everything for it. 
This way it's completely hers and I won't take 
it over like I did with this one."

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B ernardo Casian of Cathedral City, 

California, went to his first iowrider 
car show in 1992. "Since then I've 
been wanting a Iowrider, but 1 couldn't 
afford one at the time. 1 got into greaser cars 
because they were a iot more affordable 
than lowriders." In 2006 he bought himself 
this 1950 Chevy Deluxe at the Pomona Swap 
Meet. Halfway home after buying it, the car 
died on him and he was forced to tow it the 
rest of the way home. 

The very next day he started working 


on it by pulling out the motor. He bagged it 
and began fixing it up with a greaser look. 

"I loved lowriders, but 1 just couldn't afford 
to build a Iowrider so I went with a greaser 
style instead." All that changed a few years 
later when he met Bobby Enz, a member of 
Uniques Car Club. It was through Bobby that 
Bernardo was able change the direction of 
his build from greaser to Iowrider. 

"Once I started lowriding the car, my wife 
took a liking to it, so I ended up giving it to 
her as a present on our wedding day."

He built up a 
motor with high torque that had plenty of power 
to go. Gary also installed four-wheel disc brakes 
so there was also plenty of power to stop!

Please note that the 
Inlet and outlet must be rotated together, or 
the pump will not operate properly. Before 
tightening the screws you must make sure that 
the rocker arm just be actuated to and held in 


THE PROCESS 


Much like how we all build our own lowriders, the staff 
left no stone unturned. They took into account every 
little detail and the results were stunning. Here's a few 
of the base steps which led to the final creation. 

O The vehicle was fitted with a stock car cover based on 
the dimensions they had. 

O After noticing that the bodylines had been altered 
they marked all areas that needed to be scanned with 
their 3D machine. 

O The modified body parts that included the front and 
rear bumper sections, raked B-pillars, and chopped 
roof line were scanned and put into their computers. 






O Once the fitment was spot-on, Coverking then 
printed a 3D graph on the cover that would give 
them dimensions to work from. 



O Images of the vehicle 
were then taken from all 
angles and then mated to 
the graph so they could 
ensure that all logos and 
patterns were mated 
perfectly to the vehicle. 
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O Once that was finalized, they printed the 
images of the car on their specialty paper 
and from there it was transferred onto the 
satin stretch fabric using a process called 
sublimation.
